Note that these lists include the 40 CTV repeaters 
that Bell recently got approval to close. (Andy Reid, 
Ont., May 21, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 

So what will be left to DX by sporadic E on low- 
band ch 2-6? VERY little. A quick look thru the 
listings: almost half of the 32 pages concern BC 
where there are hundreds of low-power relays. 
Among ‘RP’ stations there will remain a couple of ch 
5s in BC. In Alberta, Ch 2 and 4 Lloydminster remain. 
In Manitoba there will be absolutely NO lowbanders 
of any power. In Ontario, Thunder Bay retains ch 2 
and 4, but they are really low-powered, a far cry 
from the original analog stations. Saskatchewan 
retains a couple on ch 6. A scattering of low-banders 
in the other provinces, mostly very low power, under 
1000, 100, or even under 10 watts. Note that ch 36 is 
a ‘guard band’, adjacent to ch 37 off-limits for radio 
astronomy. | haven't searched the entire list whether 
there are really any on ch 36. AFAIK there is no such 
proviso in the USA. -Glenn Hauser

| want to emphasize again that any channel sharing partner information printed in last month's VUD is 
unofficial and may not be 100% accurate. The FCC has not yet released official data. 


We have our first LPTV repack “victims”. Three full-power and eight LPTV and Class A stations have 
applied to move to new channels. Four are moving from channels above 37; seven are being 
bumped by other stations. Two different stations have applied for channel 25 at San Antonio & one 
has already been granted a permit. 


On a similar topic, the FCC has released some procedures for LPTV stations in the repacking 
process. There are several items. 
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- Special Displacement Window. 


Around the beginning of December, a 30-day filing window will be held for LPTV stations 
needing to move to new channels due to repacking. | am not entirely sure why the eight 
stations mentioned above have not needed to wait for this window. The several months’ period 
is provided to allow full-power and Class A stations to make changes first. 


Digital LPTVs may request a transmitter site change to any new site within 48km of the 
reference coordinates of the station's community of license. Analog LPTVs may move the 
transmitter up to 16km. | don't know why the different values, nor why for digital stations the 
move is relative to the principal community while for analog facilities it's relative to the existing 
transmitter site. 


- Closing date. 
LPTV stations operating above channel 37 may continue to do so until notified by a wireless 
licensee that the new wireless equipment is ready to begin operating and the LPTV station 
would likely cause interference. 

- DTDRT translators. 
The original 2009 digital conversion created a Digital Replacement Translator, or DRT, service. 
DRT stations are intended to fill the gap between a digital full-power station's actual coverage, 
and the area its original analog signal reached. 
The repacking process will create Digital-to-Digital Replacement Translators, or DTDRTs. 
These stations will fill the gap between a digital full-power station's pre-repack coverage, and 
its post-repack coverage. 
DRT and DTDRT stations will have priority over “ordinary” LPTV and translator stations. 

- LPTV analog shutdown. 


LPTV stations still operating in analog must convert to digital by July 13, 2021.

The Canadian government has made some decisions regarding their repacking moves as well. 
They've lifted a moratorium on applications for new TV stations; changing channels of existing 
stations; or increasing power/tower height of existing stations. 


Some analog transmitters will be required to convert to digital. Others will be allowed to continue in 
analog — however, analog service will be secondary and subject to interference. Some stations will 
be required to convert according to a Transition Schedule; others may wait until a wireless service 
needs their old channel. The conversion process will be easier for stations that convert under the 
Schedule, and stations are being urged to do so. 


As in the U.S., testing on new channel must be coordinated with other stations. This potentially 
includes U.S. stations. 


Post-repack channels have been assigned. Stations will transition in 14 phases.
